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MESSAGE 


Fellow  members  —  Many  of  our 
TNA  members  belong  to,  and  are 
active  in,  a  local  club.  That’s  wond¬ 
erful!  And  as  it  should  be.  I  feel  very 
strongly  that  each  of  us  should  sup¬ 
port  his  local  club.  If  there  is  not  a 
club  in  your  immediate  vicinity,  per¬ 
haps  you  can  take  steps  to  organize 
one.  Attending  club  meetings,  shar¬ 
ing  the  fellowship,  sharing  numis¬ 
matic  knowledge,  and  engaging  in 
the  club’s  various  activities  can  be 
very  rewarding.  If  you  want  some 
assistance  in  organizing  a  club,  you 
can  get  that  help  from  any  of  the 
TNA  officers,  or  you  can  contact  the 
District  Governor  nearest  you.  The 
name,  address  and  phone  number 
of  each  governor  are  shown  in  your 
TNA  NEWS. 

The  success  of  a  club  is,  I  think, 
directly  related  to  the  collective 
efforts  of  its  membership.  You  know 
about  that  —  some  work  very  hard, 
some  work  hard,  some  work  hardly 
at  all,  and  the  balance  often  are  best 
known  for  their  lack  of  work  and 
their  complaints.  You  know  into  which 
category  you  fit. 

Through  a  lot  of  hard  work  by  a 
relatively  small  number  of  members 
there  are  a  good  many  local  clubs 
who  have,  over  the  years,  amassed 
a  pretty  sizeable  bank  account.

I  know  of  one  club  which  is  work¬ 
ing  toward  having  its  own  building. 
The  Greater  Houston  Coin  Club  re¬ 
cently  donated  $1,000.00  to  aid  in 
establishing  a  permanent  numisma¬ 
tic  exhibit  at  the  Houston  Museum 
of  Natural  History.  This,  I  believe, 
is  an  excellent  use  of  club  funds.  I 
know  of  several  clubs  who,  on  the 
Saturday  night  of  their  weekend 
shows,  give  a  party  for  the  attend¬ 
ing  dealers.  Some  like  to  do  an  all- 
you-can-eat  barbecue.  Others  have 
had  a  served  seated  affair  with 
steak  and  all  the  trimmings.  Not 
bad!  The  Waco  Coin  Club,  for  exam¬ 
ple,  not  only  does  the  dealer’s  bar¬ 
becue  bit,  but  also  throws  at  least 
one  picnic,  with  barbecue,  for  its 
members.  This,  of  course,  includes 
lots  of  good  conversation,  for  which 
there  is  no  charge,  and  a  softball 
game.  (The  team  on  which  I  played 
has  lost  the  last  two  times.  Joe 
Olson  and  Dalton  Adams  have  sparked 
the  play  of  the  winning  teams.)  A 
great  time,  though,  was  had  by  all. 

By  now,  you  might  ask,  "What  is 
the  point  of  all  this?”  The  point  is: 
those  clubs  with  substantial  bank 
accounts  should  look  about  for  some 
worthwhile  ways  to  use  your  sur¬ 
plus  funds.

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OUR  GRAND  LADY

The  Statue  of  Liberty  was  a  gift 
from  the  French  people  to  the  people 
of  the  United  States.  The  sculptor 
was  Frenchman  Frederic-Auguste  Bar¬ 
tholdi.  Bartholdi  was  born  on  Aug¬ 
ust  2,  1834,  in  the  town  of  Colmar, 
Alsace  Province,  France.  His  idea 
was  conceived  in  1865. 

Bartholdi’s  statue,  as  he  called  it, 
was  “Liberty  Enlightening  The 
World.”  Bartholdi  started  with 
smaller  models  he  created  in  his 
studio  as  early  as  1870.  These  mod¬ 
els  were  redone  by  several  artists  in 
larger  clay  and  plaster  forms.  It  is 
said  that  Bartholdi  used  his  moth¬ 
er’s  image  as  his  model. 

By  Spring,  1882,  craftsmen  began 
to  assemble  part  of  the  statue  on  the 
Rue  de  Chazelles,  the  street  next  to 
the  workshop.  At  the  end  of  1883, 
the  Statue  of  Liberty  rose  over  the 
rooftops  of  Paris.  Completed  in  June 
1884,  she  remained  on  the  Rue  de 
Chazelles  until  January  1885.  On 
July  4,  1885,  the  French  govern¬ 
ment  officially  presented  the  Statue 
of  Liberty  to  the  U.S.  government. 
Miss  Liberty  now  belonged  to  the 
U.S.,  on  paper. 

The  American  Committee  started 
construction  of  the  pedestal  with  a 
six-ton  block  of  Connecticut  granite 
placed  on  Bedloe’s  Island  on  Aug¬ 
ust  5,  1884.  Funds  were  difficult  to 
raise  for  the  building  of  the  pedes¬ 
tal.  It  was  Joseph  Pulitzer  whose 
editorial  in  the  “New  York  World” 
moved  the  American  people  to  do¬ 
nate  funds  for  the  pedestal.  Even  so, 
the  lack  of  funds  was  a  continuing 
major  problem;  but  funds  were  fin¬ 


ally  collected  by  August,  1885,  and 
work  continued. 

The  design  of  the  154  foot  pedes¬ 
tal  took  three  years,  starting  in  1881, 
and  was  the  work  of  American  archi¬ 
tect,  Richard  Morris  Hunt.  It  mea¬ 
sures  8,281  square  feet  at  the  bot¬ 
tom;  each  of  the  ground-level  sides 
is  91  feet  long.  The  foundation  is 
nearly  53  feet  deep.  The  pedestal 
and  statue  together  stand  305  feet 
high. 

Finally,  the  Statue  was  disassem¬ 
bled  and  packed  in  214  crates  and 
placed  on  the  ship  SS  Isere  for  ship¬ 
ment  to  America.  She  left  in  June 
1885.  Upon  arrival,  she  was  escort¬ 
ed  by  90  ships  into  New  York  har¬ 
bor.  Her  pedestal  was  not  finished 
so  she  was  placed  in  storage  on  Bed¬ 
loe’s  Island.  This  12-acre  island 
once  belonged  to  Isaack  Bedle,  who 
bought  the  island  from  the  Mohe- 
gan  Indians.  The  star-shaped  struc-

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COIN  COLLECTING  BY  MAJOR  TYPES

Many  people,  when  they  first  begin 
collecting  coins,  like  to  put  sets  toge¬ 
ther  containing  all  dates  and  mint 
marks.  This  method  of  collecting 
has  always  been  very  popular,  how¬ 
ever,  with  the  rapidly  rising  prices 
of  many  coins,  particularly  “key 
coins,”  this  form  of  collecting  has 
become  so  expensive  that  many  of 
us  can  no  longer  indulge. 

An  alternative  is  collecting  coins 
by  major  types,  and  such  a  collec¬ 
tion  is  also  very  interesting,  as  no 
two  coins  will  be  exactly  alike.  For 
instance,  there  are  11  major  types  of 
silver  dollars,  while  only  one  type  of 
Trade  dollar. 

There  are  five  types  of  half  cents, 
eight  or  nine  types  of  large  cents, 
six  types  of  small  cents,  one  type  of 
two  cents,  two  types  of  three  cent 
pieces,  seven  types  of  half  dimes, 
six  types  of  nickel,  eleven  types  of 
dimes,  etc. 

It  is  possible  to  put  together  a 
medium  value  set  by  obtaining  the 
more  recent  issues  in  the  best  condi¬ 


tion  possible,  and  securing  coins  of 
the  rarer  variety  in  lessor  grades, 
thereby  holding  down  the  expense 
of  constructing  the  set,  but  not  the 
attractiveness  of  it. 

A  type  collection  of  foreign  silver 
dollar  sized  coins  is  also  an  interest¬ 
ing  set.  With  all  the  coins  different, 
and  being  from  the  different  coun¬ 
tries  of  the  world,  these  can  be  made 
up  in  various  ways. 

Crowns  of  the  19th  or  20th  centur¬ 
ies,  or  coins  from  some  specific  con¬ 
tinent  may  be  the  goal.  A  similar  set 
of  copper  or  minor  coins  could  also 
be  worked  in. 

As  one  accumulates  such  a  collec¬ 
tion,  a  little  study  of  each  piece  will 
reveal  a  wealth  of  knowledge  of  the 
times  when  the  coins  were  struck. 
To  be  acquainted  with  the  history 
surrounding  a  collection  makes  the 
coins  far  more  interesting.  A  little 
thought  along  these  lines  will  make 
coin  collecting  a  more  engrossing 
hobby,  and  one  that  is  far  more 
interesting  than  a  run  of  dates.

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THE  STORY  BEHIND  THE  COIN

Flavius  Tiberius  Mauricius  was 
born  about  539  A.D.  in  Cappadocia. 
He  became  an  excellent  soldier,  and, 
in  the  year  578  A.D.,  Emperor  Tibe¬ 
rius  of  Byzantium,  appointed  him  to 
command  the  army  against  the  Per¬ 
sians.  In  this  capacity,  Maurice 
Tiberius  established  strict  discip¬ 
line  and  attained  universal  respect, 
and  in  581,  he  defeated  the  Persians 
in  a  decisive  battle  at  Constantino¬ 
ple.  He  married  the  daughter  of  Em¬ 
peror  Tiberius,  and,  at  the  death  of 
that  sovereign,  Maurice  Tiberius  suc¬ 
ceeded  him  to  the  throne  in  582  A.D. 

It  was  20  years  later  that  Byzan¬ 
tine  Emperor  Mauricius  was  urged 
by  his  army  to  ransom  some  12,000 
veterans  imprisoned  by  various  foes 
after  being  captured  during  battles. 
When  Mauricius  refused,  the  army 
revolted.  Soon  after,  Phocas  was 
elected  to  the  throne,  and  Mauricius 
was  executed  on  November  27,  602 
A.D. 

During  his  20-year  reign,  he  en¬ 
couraged  commerce  and  institu¬ 
tions  of  learning,  and  was  the 
author  of  a  treatise  on  military  dis¬ 
cipline  —  a  work  which  is  still 
extant. 

Bronze,  silver  and  gold  coinage 
were  minted  at  several  mints.  The 
most  common  coins  are  the  Num- 


mia  and  Follis. 

The  coin  I  have  was  struck  during 
the  16th  year  of  the  reign  of  Mauri¬ 
cius  (reverse  side:  XVI)  which  would 
be  about  597  or  598  A.D.  It  is  a  40 
Nummia  (M),  and  is  31  mm  in  diam¬ 
eter.  The  letters  THEOP  indicate 
the  Antioch  mint.  Justinian,  Emper¬ 
or  of  the  East,  changed  the  name  of 
the  city  of  Antioch  to  Theopolis, 
during  his  reign  (527-565  A.D.).  Val¬ 
uation  is  between  $45  and  $75.  It 
has  a  Rarity  Rating  of  R-4,  indicat¬ 
ing  it  is  scarce.

GOLD  VALUES 

The  average  afternoon  London 
price  for  one  troy  ounce  of  gold  for 
1977  was  $147.72  and  $356.50  for 
the  10-year  period  to  1986.  In  com¬ 
parison,  during  the  first  five  months 
of  1987,  the  average  price  climbed  to 
$414.10  —  16  percent  above  the  10- 
year  average  and  180  percent  above 
its  1977  average  price  level.  The 
trend  continues  —  by  June  4,  the 
price  of  gold  increased  to  $453.10. 
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TYPE  SET  SPECIAL 
FOR  SHERMAN  MAN 


Clarence  Youngblood,  a  TN  A  mem¬ 
ber  in  Sherman,  Texas,  put  together 
a  set  of  every  type  of  coin  ever  mint¬ 
ed  in  the  history  of  America  and  it 
took  him  a  lifetime  to  do  it,  accord¬ 
ing  to  an  interview  by  Rick  Smith  of 
the  Sherman  Democrat  and  appear¬ 
ing  in  the  San  Antonio  Light. 

Youngblood,  now  67,  began  col¬ 
lecting  when  he  was  13  and  since 
then  every  day  has  been  a  treasure 
hunt  for  him. 

He  acquired  some  of  the  coins  by 
sheer  luck.  In  a  box  of  “pennies”  he 
bought  at  an  estate  sale  about  15 
years  ago,  Youngblood  found  a  1918 
Buffalo  Head  nickel  in  the  bottom 
of  the  box. 

After  a  closer  look,  he  also  could 
see  the  year  1917.  He  had  found  an 
overdate  coin  worth  $200  at  the  time 
which  lists  for  around  $1,000  today. 


Youngblood  needed  a  1797  half 
dollar  to  complete  his  type  set  and 
after  about  a  two  year  search  fin¬ 
ally  found  it.  He  says  his  100  coins 
are  worth  about  $30,000  and  they 
are  safely  tucked  away  in  a  bank 
safety  deposit  box.

The  Difficult  We  Do 
At  Once  The  Impossible 
Takes  A  Little  Longer

Brave  Alexander  Hamilton  met 
his  death  in  a  duel  over  the  first 
election  between  Thomas  Jefferson 
and  Aaron  Burr.  Burr’s  fatal  duel 
with  Hamilton  in  the  summer  of 
1804  had  ended  his  legal  and  politi¬ 
cal  career  in  New  York  and  Jeffer¬ 
son  made  it  clear  that  there  was  no 
future  after  the  close  of  their  first 
administration  for  him  in  Republi¬ 
can  national  politics.  Very  few  con¬ 
demned  him  for  the  duel  itself,  the 
code  of  honor  would  be  observed 
punctiliously  in  the  Old  Dominion 
for  years  to  come.  In  May  1812,  the 
proceedings  stemming  from  the  Hamil¬ 
ton  duel  having  been  dropped,  Burr 
returned  to  New  York. 

The  invention  of  a  national  cur¬ 
rency  system  was  one  of  the  main 
objectives  of  the  new  government 
with  the  acceptance  of  the  constitu¬ 
tion  in  1789.  Federalists,  such  as 
Alexander  Hamilton,  sought  out  new 
reforms  to  rehabilitate  a  political 
economy  which  almost  went  busted 
under  the  old  Articles  of  Confedera¬ 
tion.  He  based  his  idea  of  reform  on 
the  nerve  center  of  the  British  com¬ 
mercial  Empire,  The  Bank  of  Eng¬ 
land.  What  the  Bank  of  England 
had  done  for  a  small  island  king¬ 
dom,  now  growing  into  a  worldwide 
power,  a  bank  of  the  U.S.,  could  do 
for  a  young  republic  on  the  fringe  of 
a  new  frontier. 

Alexander  Hamilton  is  honored 
today  on  our  currency.  The  only 
reason  he  was  never  president  was 
that  he  was  born  in  the  West  Indies, 
outside  of  the  United  States  of  Amer¬ 
ica.

RAISED  DOT 

Most  coin  authorities  agree  that 
the  dot  in  the  center  of  the  reverse  of 
certain  large  U.S.  cents  is  there  through 
carelessness.  When  the  early  coins 
were  produced,  dies  had  to  be  handmade 
by  a  die  cutter.  The  artist  probably 
used  a  compass  to  help  him  lay  out 
the  large  letters  that  appear  in  the 
form  of  a  circle  on  the  reverse.  Fail¬ 
ure  to  fill  in  the  hole  left  by  the 
compass  point  would  cause  a  raised 
dot  to  appear  on  the  coin.

Based  on  conversation  with  col¬ 
lectors,  there  seem  to  be  a  number  of 
local  Texas  clubs  which  are  just 
treading  water  —  existing,  but  not 
growing.  Indeed,  membership  in  some 
local  clubs  is  declining.  What’s 
wrong?  Well,  the  common  symp¬ 
toms  seem  to  be  low  attendance, 
poor  leadership,  apathy,  a  lack  of 
good  educational  programs,  no  club 
projects,  and  poor  communications. 

What  can  be  done  to  rejuvenate  a 
stagnating  club?  Well,  coincident- 
ally,  that’s  the  subject  I’ve  been  in¬ 
vited  to  speak  about  during  one  of 
the  Numismatic  Theatre  presenta¬ 
tions  at  this  year’s  ANA  Conven¬ 
tion  in  Atlanta.  I  certainly  don’t 
have  all  the  answers,  but  I  can  pro¬ 
vide  some  food  for  thought. 

I  guess  the  first  question  a  collec¬ 
tor  might  ask  is  “Why  do  we  need  a 
club  in  the  first  place?”  Good  ques¬ 
tion!  The  answer,  of  course,  is  ano¬ 
ther  question,  “What  is  the  alterna¬ 
tive?”  If  you  are  a  collector  without 
a  club,  you  cannot  share  your  expe¬ 
riences  or  your  knowledge  with  oth¬ 
ers  except  by  long  distance.  Some 
people  are  happy  with  this  arran¬ 
gement  and,  certainly,  security  is  a 
factor,  but  many  collectors  feel  that 
the  sharing  of  knowledge  is  the  real 
joy  in  collecting. 

So,  assuming  you  feel  a  club  is 
necessary,  then  you  can  go  to  step  2, 
how  to  get  the  club  moving  forward 


again. 

Although  each  coin  club  has  its 
own  personality  which  has  proba¬ 
bly  developed  over  the  years,  the 
successful  ones  have  some  common 
characteristics;  the  first  of  these  is  a 
strong  leader  with  strong  suppor¬ 
ters  serving  as  a  nucleus  for  pro¬ 
jects  and  future  club  management. 
Without  the  direction  of  an  expe¬ 
rienced  group  leader  to  provide  the 
direction  and  maintain  order,  the 
club  will  flounder.  The  leader  does 
not  necessarily  have  to  be  an  expe¬ 
rienced  numismatist,  only  an  expe¬ 
rienced  manager  of  people.  One  mis¬ 
take  many  clubs  make  is  that  the 
person  they  elect  for  their  president 
is  either  the  most  learned  numisma¬ 
tist  or  the  most  popular  one  without 
looking  beyond  those  factors  for  the 
leadership  trait.  I  encourage  clubs 
to  look  for  the  do-er  —  the  member 
that  always  pitches  in,  always  speaks 
his  piece  and,  more  often  than  not, 
generates  support  for  his  or  her  ideas 

The  second  characteristic  of  suc¬ 
cessful  clubs  is  excellent  club  com¬ 
munications.  Weak  clubs  have  weak 
communications.  Look  for  a  dedi¬ 
cated  person  with  some  creativity 
who  can  be  depended  upon  to  act  as 
a  club  communicator,  whether  it  be 
as  editor  of  the  club  newsletter  or 
journal,  or  as  the  head  of  a  tele¬ 
phone  calling  committee,  or  as  your

THREE  CENT  PIECE 

In  1851  the  rate  of  postage  needed 
for  mailing  a  letter  by  ordinary  post 
was  reduced  from  5C  to  3<t.  Since  the 
copper  1C  pieces  did  not  circulate 
freely  in  certain  states,  Congress 
authorized  a  silver  3C  piece  in  order 
that  people  would  have  a  coin  that 
would  pay  for  a  postage  stamp.  The 
biggest  complaint  was  its  small  size, 
being  easily  lost  or  mislaid  so  a 
copper-nickel  larger  3C  coin  was  in¬ 
troduced  in  1865.  By  1873,  the  silver 
3C  piece  died  a  natural  death.

LIBERTY  CAP  STORY 

What  is  the  origin  of  the  Liberty 
Cap? 

The  symbolism  has  its  roots  back 
in  the  history  of  ancient  Rome. 
When  a  slave  was  freed,  a  ritual 
ceremony  was  followed.  First,  the 
slave’s  head  was  shaved.  Then  he 
was  presented  with  a  cap  to  cover 
the  shaved  head.  This  cap  was  his 
badge  of  freedom. 

In  time  the  cap  became  a  symbol 
of  freedom  for  a  group  of  people  as 
well  as  a  slave,  and  appeared  on 
coins  of  the  Roman  Republic.  Un¬ 
doubtedly  the  designers  of  U.S. 
coins  believed  that  this  symbol  was 
also  appropriate  for  our  coins.

ture  used  to  be  a  fort  and  had  numer¬ 
ous  functions  until  it  was  finally 
abandoned.  It  was  not  called  Lib¬ 
erty  Island  until  1956. 

The  Statue  was  dedicated  and  un¬ 
veiled  on  October  28,  1886.  She 
stands  151  feet,  1  inch  tall. 

For  decades  it  has  symbolized 
freedom  and  hope  for  millions  of 
immigrants.  The  poet,  Emma  Laza¬ 
rus,  wrote  these  words  for  those  mil¬ 
lions,  words  memorialized  under 
the  feet  of  the  Statue: 

“...Give  me  your  tired,  your  poor, 
Your  huddled  masses  yearning  to 
breathe  free. 

The  wretched  refuge  of  your  teem¬ 
ing  shore 

Send  these,  the  homeless,  tempest- 
tossed  to  me, 

I  lift  my  lamp  beside  the  golden 
door!” 

In  1986  the  nation  celebrated  the 
100th  birthday  of  the  Statue  of  Lib¬ 
erty  and  the  U.S.  government  issued 
commemorative  coins  honoring  Lady 
Liberty  and  Ellis  Island.  These  coins 
include  a  50-cent  piece  of  copper- 
nickel,  $1  of  .900  silver,  and  a  $5 
gold  piece.

A  reminder  regarding  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  the  Texas  state  sales  tax  on 
sales  of  the  1987  U.S.  Constitution 
Bicentennial  coins  was  forwarded 
to  the  TNA  NEWS  by  the  Comp¬ 
troller  of  Public  Accounts  office  in 
Austin. 

The  new  coins  —  a  $1  silver  and  a 
$5  gold  piece  —  are  available  for 
sale  this  month  by  banks,  savings 
and  loan  associations  and  coin  deal¬ 
ers. 

Sales  tax  is  due  on  the  sales  price 
of  the  coins  less  their  face  value. 
Since  the  coins  are  legal  tender,  the 
face  value  of  the  coins  must  be  sub¬ 
tracted  from  the  sales  price  and  sales 
tax  collected  only  on  the  difference

Don't  underestimate  the  influence 
a  good  club  bulletin  has  on  promot¬ 
ing  club  activities  and  membership. 
The  enthusiasm  with  which  infor¬ 
mation  is  conveyed  is  contagious 
and  will  rub  off  on  members  and 
potential  members. 

The  third  characteristic  of  suc¬ 
cessful  clubs  is  that  they  are  ade¬ 
quately  financed.  Without  adequate 
funds,  projects  can’t  go  from  the 
planning  stage  to  the  action  stage. 
What  constitutes  adequate  funds  varies 
from  club  to  club,  but  it  is  usually  a 
function  of  size  and  longevity  of  the 
club,  and  the  desires  and  the  lifes¬ 
tyles  of  the  members. 

Leadership,  communications,  and 
funding  are  key  to  successful  clubs. 
Next  month,  I'll  continue  this  dis¬ 
cussion.
